Perhaps we do not realise how much 
kings and those in authority need our 
prayers. We speak of “ the fierce light 
that beats upon the Throne,” but it is 
difficult to realise how subtle and incessant 
are the temptations to which royalty 
are exposed. The common saying “ The 
king can do no wrong expresses a truth, 
which, however beneficial to the com- 
injurious to the Sovereign himself. It is 
right that a king should be reverenced 
as the very fount of honour. It is right 
that loyalty should be blind to any faults 
he might possess, and dwell only on his 
excellent virtues. He is above law, so 
far as his subjects are concerned, for there 
is no earthly authority set over him to 
judge him.
